No. 353—Word War I “Bull Dog” 
Patriotics 

In packet No. 76 (July-Aug. ’50) I 
reported adding a World War I pat- 
riotic to my collection with the “Bull 
Dog” design. This was the one in a 
square format, similar to the well- 
known Boer War patriotic, but small- 
er in design. 

The “Bull Dog” was a favorite sub- 
ject for World War I patriotics. Dur- 
ing the intervening six and one half 
years several additional types have 
come to light. Listed below are brief 
descriptions of those since added: 


(1) Postcard—vert. format. Head 
of Bull Deg in black, against back- 
ground of Union Jack in red and 
blue. In fancy serifed type at base 
“A Faithful Friend, but a Fearful 
Foe.” 

(2)  Cover—the “Wilson” Boer 
War Patriotic used in 1919. Has ad- 
vertising corner card of “W.R. 
Adams, 401 Yonge St., Toronto.” 

(3) Cover — (described in packet 
No. 76)—similar to No, 2 but small- 
er in design. 

(4) Postcard—a_ beautiful litho- 
graphic art work, bears imprint 
“Made in Canada—Copyright 1914 
by Malone Moulding and Framing 
Co., Limited.” It has the same famil- 
jar Unien Jack and Bull Dog design, 
but has the Canadian flag, Maple 
Leaves and Beaver added. Inscription 
at bottom, “Doubling the Watch/ 
While Great Britain Rules the Waves, 
Canada Supplies the Empire.” 


(5) Advertising cover — of the 
“Empire Mfg. Co.,” London, with 
small medallion (21mm.) circular de- 
sign. In blue and red. 

(6) Advertising cover, — various 
firms, Bull Dog design in oval (45 
mm.) with French and Belgian flags 
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The HOLLOW TREE

in black, red, blue, black and orange. 
(7) Similar to above, but orange 
is of a deeper, almost brown-orange 
shade, and there are minor changes 
in the design. The diagonal red bars 
in the Union Jack do not join the ver- 
tical and horizontal red bars at the 
center, as they do in type No. 6. 
Patriotics of World War I are 
generally a great deal more scarce 


than most earlier or later types. 
Happy hunting! 
No. 354—An Early “Map” Cover 


It has been a long, long time since 
I have added a “Map” cover to my 
collections of Canadian illustrated ad- 
vertising covers,—but we just came 
onto a “honey.” 

Franked with the 1c small queen, 
the rate for printed matter,—it is an 
advertising cover of “The Niagara 
Assembly/The Canadian Chautauqua 
... Niagara-on-the-Lake, Ont.” Ver- 
tically over the left end of the cover 
is a fine map of the entire Niagara 
Frontier, from Buffalo to Toronto 
and showing existing rail and steam- 
ship lines. 

No. 355—Alberta “Holiday With 

Pay” Stamps 

Here’s a brand new group of Can- 
adian Revenue stamps not yet listed 
in any of the catalogues. I’m not cer- 
tain just when they first were issued 
but they were issued in connection 
with the “Alberta Labour Act, Chap- 
ter 8, Statutes of Alberta, 1947.” The 
earliest date I have seen any used 
was in June 1958. 

The stamps come in two different 
designs. 

Type 1. For cents denominations 
only,—small colored figures of value 
enclosed in part circle in each cor- 
ner. Large colorless figure of value 
in center. 

Type 2. For dolllar values only,— 
large colorless figures of value in 
each corner. Value is spelled out in 
colored letters in center. 

Eight values make up the com- 
plete set, and all are printed by litho- 


gà 


graphy, perfed 121%, are on medium 
white unwatermarked paper without 
any distinct mesh. These are listed 
below: 
Type 1—1l1c brown 

2c green 

5e blue 

10c orange 

25c yellow 

50c red 
Type 2—$1 violet 

$2 olive 

Shades have been reported or seen 

of all values. 


No. 356—“Narrow Spacing” 
O.H.M.S. Overprints 

It comes as no news of course that 
certain of the overprinted O.H.M.S. 
stamps come in a “narrow spacing” 
variety. But there does seem to be 
some inconsistencies in the various 
listings of these. 

This variety is found on the low 
values of the 1942 War issue, and 
the 1949 Revised issue. It occurs 
only on the Upper and Lower Right 
panes. The normal spacing’ between 
the vertical rows of overprints, from 
the period after “S” on one row to 
the “O” in the row to the right, is 
9-94%mm. In the narrow spacing 
variety, found between the two ver- 
tical left hand rows of stamps, this 
spacing measures only 8 mm. 

All listings including Holmes’ Cat- 
alogue, Sissons’ BNA 1955 catalogue, 
and Wrigiley’s Check List, agree on 
the 1942 War Issue. The narrow 
spacings are found on all four over- 
printed lew values, the 1c, 2c, 8c 
purple, and 4c red. 

As to the 1949 Revised issue 
there is no such agreement. Holmes 
and Sissons list only the le and 4e 
in the narrow spacing, while Wrig- 
ley indicates that this variety is also 
to be found in the 2e brown, 3c purple 
and 5e blue. 

I know definitely that the variety 
does exist in the 5c blue as I have a 
block of six showing this narrow 
spacing. But how about the 2ce and

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NORTHWEST PASSAGE COVERS 


By Edwin W. Mills 





Editors Note:—Mr. Mills was a 
member of the Arctic Expedition of 
1937 mentioned in the following nar- 
rative. His hebby is the collecting of 
data on the Arctic from the time of 
the ill-fated expedition of Sir John 
Franklin in 1845, on down through 
the period covering more fortunate 
trins by subsequent explorers. He 
writes: 

I have read the articles on the 
Nascopie by Mr. Jacobi published in 
Popular Stamps, and thought you 
might be interested in something 
that took place on the 19387 Nascopie 
trip, namely the inauguration of the 
First Nerthwest Passage Mail—an 
historical event which several of us 
on board thought should be properly 
commemorated. 

In passing, it is rather curious 
that specialists in Arctic philately 
and the Smithsonian Institute, the 
originally intended sponsors of the 
Stefanson Expedition of 1913, should 
have not recognized the historical, 
if not the philatelic, interest in this 
item. 


Re Northwest Passage Covers 


In 1935 the Canadian Postal Auth- 
orities sent William McLean aboard 
S.S. Nascopie to open a number of 
Postal Offices at various locations 
in Canada’s Eastern Arctic. 

These postal points were again 
reached in 1936 and in 1937. The 
northernmost post was Craig) Harbor 
on Ellesmere Land and large packets 
of mail were cancelled at that spot, 
such mail returning to Halifax via 
the S. S. Nascopie and deposited at 
the Post Office at that point. The 
writer made many thousands of these 
cancellations with Emile Gravelle, 
postal authority from Ottawa. Craig 
Harbour incidentally was at that 
time the most northerly postal point 
in the British Empire. 

The First Northwest Passage Mail 
is decidedly unique. It happened as 
follows, viz: 

Of all the problems connected with 
Arctic research the navigation of the 
passage to the north of the Ameri- 
ean Continent has been by far the 
most interesting to humanity. More 


lives and treasure have been sacri- 
ficed in its solution than in that 
of almost any other problem. As 
there is a whole library on the sub- 
ject I will omit details and go right 
to the point which is of extreme in- 
verest to philatelists. 





Roald Amundsen was the first man 
te complete the Northwest Passage 
by water East to West. He started 
in 1906 from Halifax to King Wil- 
liam Island where he wintered, thence 
to Point Barrow where he was caught 
again by ice and wintered and thence 
to Vancouver in 1907. Had Amundsen 
carried mail covering this Northwest 
Passage voyage it would have un- 
doubtedly qualified as the First 
Nerthwest Passage Mail. There is 
absolutely no record that he did so 
and he so advised me before his 
death some years ago. The passage 
was not again completed by boat un- 
til 1937 the date of my Northwest 
Passage covers. 


On the Eastern Arctic Expedition 
~E 1937 we carried with us Chief 
Trader Patrick Gibson, F.R.C.S., who 
was to go with the S. S. Nascopie to 
Fort Ross at Bellot Strait. There we 
would meet the schooner Aklavic 
from King William Island and Gib- 
son would tranship back to the West- 
ern Arctic via the Aklavic, first go- 
ing to Gjoa Haven, King William Is- 
land where he would assume new 
duties. 


It was the late Paddy Gibson, to- 
gether with myself who sold Gravelle 
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and the Secretary of the Northwest 
Territories Council on the value of 
establishing the First Northwest 
Passage Mail, such covers to be can- 
celled at Fort Ross via the S. S. Nas- 
copie. 

Mest of the ‘Northwest Passage” 
has been covered many times. It was 
only the final link i.e. Bellot Strait 
to King William Island that caused 
so much trouble. The water is very 
shallow and heavy ice such as Frank-

lin found was the big reason for the 
long delay in its completion and 
Amundsen took his time completing 
the whole journey back in 1906 and 
1907, but he had no mail on board. 
consequently the next ship, the Ak- 
lavic in 1937, was the first to carry 
mail threugh the final link of the 
Northwest Passage. True, it did not. 
go out via Point Barrow and Van- 
couver but it completed the Passage 
in a technical sense.

Inlet L. R. Learmont (for many years postmaster at King William Island) 
and D. R. Sturrock left the Aklavik route and journeyed overland to Brent- 
ford Bay. From there they proceeded by canoe to Fort Ross while the Ak- 
lavick with Captain Scotty Gaul and crew also headed for Fort Ross and 


rondevous with the Nascopie. 


Both the Aklavik and canoe parties arrived 


safely at Fort Ross, but the canoe was held up by wind south of Brentwood 
Bay and arrived about twelve hours behind the Aklavik. 
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The covers travelled by boat 
from Bellot Strait to Gjoa Haven, 
King William Island. From that spot 
they went by dog team the winter of 
1937-38 or by boat the summer of 
1938 to Coppermine and thence by air 
from Coppermine via Great Bear 
Lake to Yellowknife, thence by air 
or boat to Waterways. From this lat- 
ter point they were carried by rail 
to Winnipeg and on to Hamilton. 

These covers have been cancell- 
ed “Eastern Arctic Mail” August 24, 
1937, Coppermine September 1938, 
Hamilton October 5th, 1938, and bear 
the following markings: 


1. 1st Northwest Passage Mail. 


2. Eastern Arctic Mail Service 
“R.M.S. Nascopie” Aug. 27. 1937. 
(Oval PMK.) 


4. NASCOPIE. (% 
Type). 

5. Coppermine N.W.T. September 
18/38. (Circle date stamp). 


6. Hamilton, Ontario, 
5/38. (Circle back stamp). 


All of the above was very care- 
fully worked out and agreed upon 
between the gentlemen aforemen- 
tioned. Covers were restricted to a 
packet of twelve. As I was the or- 
iginator of the idea and largely be- 
cause the others were not greatly in- 
terested in philately, one cover was 
addressed to the National Museum at 
Ottawa where it can be found with 
the Arctic section; one cover was ad- 
dressed by Gravelle to his wife (I 
believe); one cover was addressed by 
the Secretary of the Northwest Ter- 
ritories Ceuncil to his Department 
head (I believe); and nine covers re- 
maining were addressed by me to 
myself and the packet given to Gib- 
son when he left the Nascopie at 
Fort Ross at Bellot Strait to com- 
plete the last link of the Northwest 
Passage by boat to Gjoa Haven. 

Such is the story of. the First 
Northwest Passage Mail of 1987.

£5,000 STAMP GIVEN AWAY 





One of the world’s greatest phila- 
telic rarities, the One Penny “Post 
Office’? Mauritius issued in 1847 will 
be sold in the Bond Street London 
Auction Rooms cf H. R. Harmer Ltd. 
on March 25th. 
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The stamp, the better of the two 
existing unused examples (twelve 
used specimens are known) was pur- 
chased by Sir Ernest de Silva of 
Colombo Ceylon frem Harmers in 
the famous “Arthur Hind” sales in 
1934 for $2,500. 

Sir Ernest has recently donated 
this valuable philatelic “primitive” 
to the Young Men’s Buddhist Asso- 
ciation, Ceylon, by which organiza- 
tion it was airmailed to London for 
sale. 

Harmers hope that keen inter- 
national competition will lift the 
price above the current catalogue 
value of £5,000. 

The 1d orange-red and 2d deep 
blue “Post Office” Mauritius stamps 
were printed from two hand-engrav- 
ings on a small copper plate made by 
J. Barnard, a watchmaker in the 
Mauritius capital Port Louis. (The 
origina] copper plate was sold by 
Harmers to M. Maurice Burrus, a 
famous French collector in 1930). 

The inscription “Post Office” on 
the stamp is believed to have been 
a mistake for “Post Paid” the word- 
ing used on subsequent issues. The 
design is based on the early British 
stamps bearing the portrait of Queen 
Victoria. 

Many of the 1d stamps were used 
on envelopes containing invitations 
to a fancy dress ball on the 30th 
September, 1847 at Government 
House; Lady Gomm, wife of the 
Governor of Mauritius was attracted 
by the idea of using the stamps 
issued only 10 days before. 

The “de Silva” unused 1d has very 
minor defects and for these stamps 
which are nearly all in very poor con- 
dition, good margins. 

It was discovered in France about 
1869 and first came to England when 
it passed into the “Avery” collec- 
tion, in 1893; H. J. Duveen acquired 
it in 1909 and Arthur Hind of U.S.A. 
in 1923. As mentioned, Sir Ernest de 
Silva paid £2,500 for it in 1934 and 
this figure still stands as a London 
auction record for a single stamp and 
the world auction record for a “Post 
Office” Mauritius. It is nearly 20 
years since the last “Post Office” 
Mauritius was sold at auction.

PROVINCIAL ISSUES 


(Part 11)

Last month we discussed the Pro- 
vincial Official Perfins of Saskat- 
chewan and Ontario. This month we 
conclude this series with the Per- 
fins of Prince Edward Island, British 
Columbia and Quebec. 


Province of British Columbia 





W/CB — Workmen’s Compensation 
Board 


The Province of British Columbia 
supplies us with only one variety of 
Official Perfin, that used by the 
Provincial Workmen’s Compensation 
Board at its main office in Van- 
couver and at least some of its 
branch offices. 


The W/CB perfin was first used 
on the 1922 Admiral issue, and con- 
tinues in use on the current Queen 
Elizabeth series. Cancellations have 
Feen seen from Vaucouver, Prince 
George and Quesnel. Have also seen 
copies with the familiar “Black Out” 
eancel, The 10e value seems to have 
been used quite extensively from 
1942 on, and even blocks are not too 
scarce. 


The early perfins from this die are 
quite clean cut, but beginning with 
the Peace Issue there seems to have 
been a great many broken pins, some 
so bad as to make it difficult to 
identify the design. The perfins are 
found in a great many varieties of 
pesitions, no great care being taken. 
The “normal” position in this per- 
fin design might even be classed as 
inverted-reversed! 


Province of Quebec 





Q/CLQ/C Quebec Liquor Commission 
Commission des Liqueurs de Quebec 


The Province of Quebee provides 
us with enly one variety of Official 
perfin, however it is one of the most 
unusual in design. It is the only 
BILINGUAL Official perfin! The 
letters arranged vertically gives the 
English version, while the horizontal 
row represent the French version. 


These were used by the Quebec 
Liquor Commission at Montreal. If 
they were ever used at other offices 
they are not common, as I have only 
seen the Montreal cancellations. 


The Q/CLQ/C perfin was first 
used on the 1922 Admiral issue, and 
continued to be used extensively 
throughout all Canadian postage 
issues thru the current Queen Eliza- 
beth series. Large Pictorials are fre- 
euently found, but large comemora- 
tives seem to have been used only a 
few times. The small commemora- 
tives are frequently found, including 
the 1c and 5e Confederation and His- 
torical, the 4c Elizabeth Wedding and 
some of the Prime Minister series. 

Generally speaking this perfin de- 
sign is not too difficult to obtain. The 
pins were generally kept in good re- 
pair and clean full designs are the 
rule. They are found however in just 
about all pessible positions. Next to 
the PS perfin from Saskatchewan, 
the Q/CLQ/C perfin seems to offer 
the greatest array of varieties for 
the collector. 
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Province of Prince Edward Island 





PEI—Prince Edward Island 


The Province of Prince Edward 
Island provides us with the rarest of 
all Provincial Official Perfins. In 
spite of the number of years I have 
been hunting perfins of all types, I 
still lack this one! That used for il- 
lustration purposes was kindly loan- 
ed by Clare M. Jephcott of Toronto; 
and is on the Ie orange of 1928. (Mr. 
Jephcott produced the first serious 
study and listing of Canadian Per- 
fins in an article “Perforated Initials 
Found on Canadian Stamps” pub- 
lished in the COLLECTORS’ CLUB 
PHILATELIST Vol XXX No. V, 
September 1951.) 

Apparently the PEI perfin was 
used by more than one department of 
the province, but could not have been 
used very extensively. Copies have 
been reported on issues up thru 1935. 


Therefore the use was restricted to. 


a very short period of no more than 
seven years. 


Conclusion and Invitation 


All information known to this col- 
lector regarding the existance, use 
and appearance of Provincial Official 
Perfins has been set forth in this 
series of two articles. It would seem 


likely that somewhere, some collec- 
tor has additional specimens or 
knowledge of these issues which 
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would be of great value to other 
collectors of these fascinating items. 
The writer invites correspondence 
on these. 


LET EXPERTS DO IT 





R. Y. Megan writing a column on 
the Three Germanies in Lynn’s 
Weekly Stamp News introduced criti- 
cism of a privately designed Lichten- 
stein stamp with the following. 

You may be keen philatelists—that 
does not qualify you to design 
stamps. Leave that task to the ex- 
perts—the artists and printers—and 
vou’ll get better results than the col- 
lected ability of organized philately. 

Harsh words? Maybe. True ones. 
I can safely say that such stamps 
as were issued from the designs of 
amateur philatelists are almost uni- 
versally dismal failures. You collect 
stamps as a hobby as a relaxation 
from your work as butchers, bakers, 
or candle-stick makers. What in 
heaven’s name makes you think you 
can design stamps? 

Brief the artist by all means, but 
be reasonable ...and accept what 
he gives you with the minimum of 
alterations. But please do not at- 
tempt to play at stamp artist. 

You’ve all seen the results of the 
man who wanted to build his own 
car from scratch, or from scrap. And 
vou’ve probably had a quiet smile at 
his efforts, prompted by the thought 
that, after all, he was doing his best. 
But you yourself prefer something 
which was cooked up by a team of 
Detroit professionals with all the par- 
aphernalia of modern engineering at 
their disposal.

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CANADA NOTES 





Have run across a few odd items 
lately. First is a No. 127 with the 
right side showing another vertical 
row of perforations almost 1/8” in 
from the perforations of the right 
side. These are not fully punched 
out, only one being that and at first 
glance I thought I had a stamp with 
a hole in it. Second item is a small 
3c on part of cover with a large “4” 
enclosed in horizontal bars. The 
figure 4 is about 5/8” high. The 
postmark shows it from Pembroke, 
Ont. Mr. 23/91. Item number 3 is 
another small 3c off cover with the 
top margin showing seven horizontal 
lines, very fine and close together, 
nearly 1/4” above the top of the 
stamp design. I never saw any- 
thing like this before and none of 
my imprint blocks show anything 
like it. Has anyone any explanation 
for this? 

Item No. 4 is another small 3c with 
a cork cancel with a small 3 about 
3/16” high in its center. Item No. 5 
is another small 3c on part cover 
with the postmark of Winding 
Ledges, N.B., Mr. 24/91, and with a 
cancellation of an oval enclosing bars 
(about 15 of them) but at the bot- 
tom or right hand end of the oval 
the figures 32. 


Now who can say cancellations and 
postmarks are not very interesting ? 
This last one looks like a “Combina- 
tion” of postmark and cancellation, 
which some collectors are calling 
Duplex, but this is really not cor- 
rect as it is strictly a “combination” 
(postmark and cancellation). 

Remember, a cancellation is a de- 
vise to cancel the stamps, like that 
used when the pence stamps first 
came into use and the devise made 
a concentric circle cancellation. Then 
later the postmark device was used 
on the lower left portion of the en- 
velopes to designate where the piece 
of mail originated. Such a one was 
also used at the receiving office and 
was applied on the back of the en- 
velope. 

Let us keep these markings 
straight as it seems we are getting 
confused with careless nomenclature 
in not knowing why these markings 
originated and their proper use. To- 
day we have the postmark combined 
with the cancellation in the use of 


the electric machines. Suggest col- 
lectors stop and think a moment over 
this.—L. Seale Holmes, M.D. 





LONG, LONELY MAIL ROUTE 





In an article in the Vancouver 
Province of January 3rd, mention is 
made that John Pryor, driver, wheel- 
ed a 12-ton tractor trailer loaded with 
over 400 sacks of mail from Dawson 
Creek, B.C., to Whitehorse, Y.T., in 
three days, 918 miles. 

At 8.00 a.m., Pryor’s rig moved 
past mile zero on the Alaska High- 
way and headed out on the world’s 
longest and loneliest mail route. 

Pryor and two other unofficial 
travelling postmasters, who twice 
weekly sound mail calls at 37 stops 
on the Alaska Highway, have just 
reunded out 200,000 miles of service 
on the 13-month-old mair run. 

For the travelling postmasters on 
the Alaska Highway, ice and dust 
outrank 50-below-zero cold of win- 
ter, spring’s flash floods and the soli- 
tude of the land, as occupational 
hazards. 

There’s only one answer to the bit- 
ter winter cold, Pryor says. That is 
to let the engine run 24 hours a day. 

With overnight stops at Fort Nel- 
son in northern B.C., and Watson 
Lake in the Yukon, Pryor pulled into 
Whitehorse post office three days 
after leaving Dawson Creek.

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When Ottawa Was 





From 1827 to 1854 


Ottawa—The city which became 
the capital of Canada, had several 
names given by those first settlers 
travelling the early river-highway 
from Montreal to Upper Canada and 
into the vast unexplored regions be- 
yond. Prior to 1827, Ottawa first 
was called “Iles aux Chaudieres”’ be- 
cause of the islands; “Barriere,” on 
account of the falls which obstructed 
navigation; “Chaudiere Falls,” due 
to the falls there; “The Point,” be- 
cause of the bold beautiful headland 


below the falls; “Richmond Land- 
ing,” for the early Richmond set- 
tlers who stopped there on their 


journeyings from Montreal to Rich- 
mond; ‘“Bellow’s Landing,” on ac- 
count of the wharf built at the foot 
of the south portage by Caleb T. 
Bellows; ‘‘Nepean,” for the town- 
ship in which it was situated; and 


finally, during the construction of 
the Rideau Canal, “Bytown,” in 
honour of Lieut. Colonel By who 


built the canal. 


The town carried the name, By- 
town, from 1827-1854. However, at 
the time when hopes ran high over 
the possibility of the town being 
chosen for the capital city, it was 
felt the use of the suffix “town” in 
any combination was not suitable 
for such a high honour. From 1835 
until 1856 there were many names 
proposed and scores of arguments 
and discussions until finally—after 
Queen Victoria had made her choice 
—the Act proclaiming the new name 
was effected January 1, 1855, and 
the City of Bytown became the City 
of Ottawa—a name already well- 
known, it being the name of the In- 
dian tribes living in that part of Can- 
ada and also the name of the river, 
second in importance to the St. 
Lawrence historically and second, 


also, in length, being 800 miles long. 

Bvtown had the double advantage 
of being bordered on the east and 
south by a second river—the Rideau 
—which has as its source the Rideau 
Lakes 85 miles away. Where it joins 
the Ottawa, the Rideau river has a 
sudden drop of 37 feet creating a 
very beautiful falls, known as 





Rideau Falls. 
In 1826, just before the little set- 


tlement was renamed Bytown, the 
Township of Nepean contained two 
stores, one stone building, three 
square timber houses and a few log 
cabins. With the coming of Lieut. 
Colonel By to build the canal the 
settlement increased in two years 
time to 150 houses and two large 
three-story stone stores. Three mili- 
tarv barracks and a hospital were 
built on what is now known as Par- 
liament Hill. 

Immediately after the War of In- 
dependence in the United States, the 
Canadian Colony had to solve the 
problem of defence along the St. 


Lawrence, the natural border line 
for many miles between the two 
countries. English military authori- 


ties drew up plans to be submitted 
to the English Government in 1790, 
but it was not until the War of 1812 
that Britain became _ throughly 
alarmed at its weak position in 
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America. The close proximity of 
Montreal and the St. Lawrence pro- 
vided easy access to the interior of 
Canada and produced a situation 
where the Americans could easily 
cut the line of communication and 
stop the commercial traffic  be- 
tween Upper and Lower Canada. 
Therefore. at the end of the war, the 
United Kingdem made an effort to 
strengthen its position in America 
and to study the possible use of the 
Rideau River as a second route to 
Ottawa and the interior of Canada. 
From 1815 to 1826, these problems 
were explored and studied. Land was 
acquired for proposed canals to avoid 
the rapids and falls of the Rideau 
end Ottawa Rivers. The most satis- 
factorv route was found between 
Leake Ortario and the Ottawa River. 

Several routes were proposed and 
studied hut the one using the Rideau 
River was finally chosen, and land 
was purchased at the junction of the 
two rivers far the entrance to the 
canal. About April 21, 1826, Lieut. 


Colonel John By of the Royal En- 
gineers was appointed by the En- 
olish Government to direct the 


huildine of the canal. Between March 
and Sentemhber 1827, three companies 
of soldiers arrived at Bytown and 
tha work on the canal began. The 
huildine of the first eight lecks was 
a difficult feat of engineering, but 
a lastine one. as they are still in use 
today—thouch no longer of imnor- 
tance in defence or commerce. How- 
ever. they are of ereat importance 
to the present ereat city of Ottawa 
as a historical] monument and a 
tcuvist attraction. 

After the locks were first com- 
pleted in 1832 and as the work on 
the canal vrogressed. Colonel By 
noted the important location of Bv- 
town as a place of defence. Land 
was purchased from Nicholas Sparks 
and fortifications were built on a 
laræøe area between Upper and 
Lower Town. 

Wharves, landing places, stores, 
houses and a reservoir to supply the 
locks were added to Bytown. Though 
built for defence nurnoses, the canal 
contributed greatly to the develop- 
ment of Canada by opening a vast 
area to immigration and agricultural 
development. Nowadays, however, 
the canal is used almost exclusively 
for pleasure travel. 
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In 1832, Lieut. Colonel By was re- 
called to England to explain excess 
expenditures over the estimated cost 
of the canal, even though upon in- 
vestigation he had been given lauda- 
tory praise for his accomplishment. 
He returned to England expecting 
commendation and possible knight- 
hood at the completion of his task. 
However, neither was forthcoming 
and Colonel By felt himself ill-used, 
never fully recovering frem the dis- 
appointment and died soon after. 
History now feels that Colonel By 
was no doubt the victim of circum- 
stances and scapegoat of military 
authorities and politicians. 

Colonel By, even though he spent 
but a few years in the town named 
after him, left a living monument 
behind him in the form of the canal, 
and a series of locks along the 
Rideau River from Kingston to Ot- 
tawa. Not much is known concern- 
ing the life of Colonel By: nor are 
there pictures of him or his family 
in any great number. The picture of 
Colonel By used with this article is 
a reproduction of a photograph kept 
at the Royal Engineers’ Museum at 
Brompton Barracks, Chatham, Eng- 
land. The whereabouts of the 
original painting is not known, and 
it is thought that this portrait is 
the anly existent one of Bytown’s 
founder in Canada.

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Pilate Block Charlie Says: 


My American correspondent refers 
to the pricing of plate blocks in the 
catalogue. He cannot understand why 
a plate block that sells for $20.00 or 
more, should be catalogued at $1.50 
or $2.00. Dealer prices versus cata- 
logue prices was the topic in my first 
article to “Popular Stamps.” It takes 
a long time to find out just how 
scarce many positions are, and until 
this information has been gathered, 
sifted and put together again, ac- 
curate pricing cannot be found. An- 
other factor to consider is the great 
increase in the numbers of plate 
block collectors. Even our cheap plate 
positions of today will in five years 
be in the five and ten dollar class. 
There is no doubt that when the new 
catalogue comes out there will be 
plenty of moans and groans from 
some and laughs and grins from 
ethers. The handwriting has been on 
the wall for years. Those of you who 
saw it and took advantage will be 
able to pat yourselves on the back. 
Many plate block collectors who have 
followed the market and kept a rec- 
ord of dealer prices will not be too 
surprised when the new catalogue is 
published, but those of you who did 
not, are in for a surprise. 


My correspondent refers to the 
“Royal Visit” impossibles or as I 
prefer to call them, improbables. As 
Mr. Bileski says, only about fifteen 
positions, or blocks, representing 
eleven positions are known. Eleven 
positions out of a possible twenty- 
four. These eleven positions only 
should be given any pricing in the 
catalogue. The other thirteen can be 
listed but not priced. Prices can be 
put on these if and when found. I 
doubt very much if any others will be 
found. My correspondent is inter- 
ested in knowing what they are 
worth. If he has any I don’t blame 
him. If he has none, why worry? 

He would also like to know how 
many C7 and C8 plate blocks there 
are. I presume he is interested in 
C7 P2 and C8 P5. These are a couple 
more plates “Will Eye” could add to 
his survey. There is certainly no 
doubt about C7 plate 2 being scarce, 
particularly the UL position. Except- 
ing the “Royal Visit.” This one is the 
searcest of all plate positions, with 


a dealer price—when it can be had— 
cf well over two hundred dollars. 
Some of our top collectors are short 
this one and will continue so for a 
long time to come. C8 Plate 5 is 
tough, but not as tough as a few 
cther plate positions I could name. 
My friend refers to the UL of C8 
P5. He can forget this one. It does 
not exist. For some unknown reason 
the UL position of C8 P5 never left 
the printers hands. So no sleep 
should be lest on that one. 


My friend would also like to know 
how many complete collections there 
are, from the 1937 issue on. I think 
I can answer that by saying, none. 
I do know of a few collections that 
are very close to completion, but not 
one that is complete. I wonder what 
effect the new catalogue will have 
on collectors who do not have a great 
many of the earlier positions! Will 
they carry on, or will they drop out 
of the early issues and carry on from 
a later issue? Regarding the increas- 
es expected in the new edition of our 
plate block catalogue, there will of 
course be some increases in the 
issues prior to 1937, but nothing like 
what they will be from 1937 on. In 
the 1937-38 issues there will be quite 
an increase in some plates and posi- 
tions particularly No. 231 P10 and 11 
which I expect to see double or more 
in value. Quite an increase can be 
looked for in No. 233. Several of 
these positions, though not priced 
very high, are real tough to get hold 
of. In No. 235 we only have one 
tough plate and that is plate 3. 
Jumping from No. 235 to No. 249 we 
get into the tough ones, the War 
issues. quite a number of these can 
be picked up at not too high a price, 
but to come anywhere near com- 
pleting them will take a lot of 
patience and a heavy bank book. 
Large increases will be noted for 
every plate and every position right 
through the War issues. 

A few surprising increases will be 
made in No. 251, No. 252 and No. 254. 
I believe No. 254 plates will show the 
most startling increases. Some of the 
positions in this one are really tough. 
No. 257 plates 4 and 5 will be the 
heavy movers in this one, with some 
increases for the other plates also. 
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The 4c red plate 5 and 11 in the re- 
vised issues of 1949 will also have 
quite an increase. Those of you who 
have these complete can consider 
yourselves fortunate. I do not look 
for too great an increase in any of 
the later issues. 

The 8c Rose Queen 1953 issue in 
plate 4 is still showing up at some 
offices. I said a long time ago there 
were plenty of these around, and I 
still say so. 

The 2c green No. 326 plate 6 is 
not so easy to get. Make sure of 
yours. In the 1954 issue plate 7 and 
8 came out in time for the Christ- 
mas card mailings. I am refering to 
the 2c value. Make sure of these as 
millions were used. It will be in- 
teresting to know how “Will Eye” 
is making out with the survey.

Now 
there are various stages that occur 
in the wear of the plate which cause 
the G to become somewhat thicker 
than normal, but when the letter ac- 
tually breaks apart the G becomes 
excessively thick and blurred and 
shows clearly through to the back of 
the stamp and the gum. The ink soaks 
right through.
